Initial activities in the prep­ 
aration of the plan are now 
under way. The plan should he 
completed and ready for study 
by the board of school directora 
in March, 1967. Dr. Winger said. 


"Just as industry would 
not operate without a plan 


for growth and expansion, 
or • plan, to develop new 
producís,"' llr. Winger said,

operate without a pi an nr it 
program 
for 
educational 
progress. 


"Times are changing very 
rapidly, and 
education 
must 
change. Many 
changes 
are 
already affecting 
the 
public 
schools. Our schools mu.\t make 
deliberate plans to progress if 


we are to provide the beat edu­ 
cation possible for the children 
of our comm unity."

THE EDUCATIONAL develop­ 
ment plan will project for the 
next five years the progress the 
schools should make, year hy 
year, in all areas of curriculum, 
organization and Ihe use of new 
techniques 
in 
education, 
Dr. 
Winger said. 
He said the development of a 
long range educalional plan will 


make possible a “logical, and 
coordinated approach'* to the 
solution 
of educational 
prob­ 
lem s and provide for the grad­ 
ual introduction of new tech­ 
niques in public education. 
"This plan will not suggest 
any sudden or drastic shift* in 
education 
in 
Pottstown” , 
Dr. 
Winger said. "It will, however, 
provide 
for solid educational 
p r o g r e s s , including needed 
changes in our schools, 'the 
plan will suggest, 1 am certain, 


a number of significant changes 
and 
additions 
to 
educational 
programs, but these changes 
will be introduced only a if ter 
proper planning, adequate staff 
preparation and full realization 
of their impact on children and 
the community.” 


The five yrar plan will be 
developed following discus­ 
sions with members of the 
faculty and lay members of 
the community. 


Dr. Winger said, “ We feel 
that 
parents 
and 
other 
lay 
people in the community have 
many good .ideas and sugges­ 
tions to offer as we plan the fu­ 
ture of our schools." 
He added, "We intend to use 
every possible resource in de­ 
veloping our long range plan. 
Where we need help, we will 
draw on the services of consult­ 
ants from other school districts, 
and on the talents of college 
and university personnel”.

members of his staff are .analys­ 
ing pupil progress, for the past 
five years, studying pupil in­ 
terests and post high school 
plans, 
reviewing 
employment 
opportunities in the area and 
gathering the data on which to 
base conclusions to be present­ 
ed in the plan.

Taxing Problem» 
TXIE STILL don’t know whether President 
” Johnson will recommend a tax increase 
next. year. 
Representative Hale Boggs is reported as 
stating that, in his opinion, an increase of 
$10 to 15 billion will be a “ matter of sheer 
economic necessity.” 
Professor W alter Heller, former chairman 
of the President’s Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers, advocates a tax increase of about $5 
billion, not so much to fight inflation as to 
permit an easing of the tight-monev policy. 
Last but not least, there is a substantial 
body of thought to the effect that, with the 
economy showing signs of softening, any 
tax increase at all would be a serious mis­ 
take. 
• • • 
Part of the difficulty is that important 
items of factual information, bearing on the 
question, are still tin avada ble. 
We still don’t know how much the 
President will propose in the way of 
military expenditure in the coming year. 
And, although the President has declared 
his intention to economize on civilian ex­ 
penditures, we don’t know how much (if 
any) reduction below current levels he 
will recommend. 
Finally, we can’t be sure what the 
fiscal mood of Congress will be and how 
much they will react to the President’s 
spending proposals. 
But it seems likely that, even if all this 
factual 
information were on the 
record, 
there would still be controversy as to the 
necessity or desirability of a tax increase in 
1967. The analytical tools for translating 
factual m aterials into fiscal decisions, are not 
yet sufficiently refined to be beyond argu­ 
ment. 
• • • 
It used to be that the simple test of 
whether a tax increase was needed was the 
question of whether the Federal budget was 
in surplus or deficit. Now we have three dif­ 
ferent official ways of summarizing the bud­ 
get: the ordinary administrative budget, the 
budget based on cash receipts from and pay­ 
ments to the public, and the national income 
accounts budget. 
It is perfectly possible for the budget 
to be in deficit on one basis while it is 
in surplus on others. In fact such was the 
case in fiscal year 1966. 
Another difficulty In reaching agree­ 
ment on the question of a tax increase lies 
in the fact that, even among practitioners of 
the “ new economics” , there is a range of 
views on what we should try to accomplish 
through fiscal policy. 
Until recently, the prevailing thought was 
that the budget should be designed to raise 
the level of total demand when it is deficient 
and reduce total demand when it appears to 
be excessive. 
But now at least one faction of the new 
economists sees the problem as more com­ 
plicated than that. Their thought is that we 
should give attention not only to the overall 
level of demand but to the “ mix” of fiscal 
and monetary policies by which it is achieved. 
• • • 
Specifically at this point, they believe too 
heavy a burden has been placed on money 
and credit policy in fighting inflation. Even 
though they are not sure this is the time to 
reduce the general level of demand, they 
favor tightening fiscal policy so credit policy 
may be eased. In this way the severe impact 
of tight money on, e.g., the construction 
industry would be relieved. 
There is much in this and at least it rep­ 
resents an advance from the over simplified 
view of fiscal objectives which prevailed until 
recently. But it is an extremely narrow view 
to regard fiscal policy solely as a means of 
making adjustments to the economy. 
Fiscal action is not merely a means of 
regulating the economic state of the 
nation as we go along. It is the instru­ 
ment by which we make derisions, both 
for ourselves and for future generations, 
as to what the government will do and 
how large a role it will play in our lives. 
A tax increase in 1967 would give the 
Federal government 
larger revenues 
for 
carrying 
out 
governmental 
purposes. 
It 
might be labeled tem porary, but we know 
from past experience how long such tem por­ 
ary increases can hang on. 
We might find that a tax increase enacted 
ostensibly to pay for the Vietnam war would 
ultimately be used to pay for expanded gov­ 
ernment activity in non-military fields. 
There is certainly 'much to be said for the 
view that the government’s fiscal stance 
should be less stimulative to the economy in 
1967. But this purely economic objective can 
be achieved either by a tax increase or by a 
reduction in the government’s non-military 
spending. 
The Mercury believes the longer-run ob­ 
jectives of the country would be better serv­ 
ed by cuts in Federal spending.

Less than three v*»ars ago they failed to 
back the school board in a recvaluation pro­ 
gram of the township stating they did not 
need the money. Yet this reevaluation netted 
over $3500 and they have collected and used 
this extra money.

The burden of this tax falls on the wage 
earner who has just had his salary reduced 
by the rise in cost of social security and the 
Federal government has not m ade its deci­ 
sion to raise the Federal income tax.

A prop­ 
erty owner assessed $5000 would pay an ad­ 
ditional $20 in real estate tax.

As he got up to speak and. was asked 
to use the microphone, he deprecated the 
latter by saying: 
“ I get no more pleasure in speaking to my 
audience through a microphone than in kiss­ 
ing a girl through, a screen door”

ONE OF DR. Arey’s textbooks on “ Em­ 
bryology” has been widely used by medical 
schools all over the world. 
And Dr. Arey is new one of the few unify­ 
ing 
forces that still holds together our 
medical alumni of the past 51 years. 
For the methods of teaching and the 
architecture of the school have changed 
radically. Other faculty members are 
also gone. So returning alumni feel like 


strangers except lor the fact they ran 
still be greeted by handsome and cordial 
Dr. Arey. 
He is much like New England's pioneer 
educator, Mark Hopkins, of whom it was 
said that the definition of a university was 
simply M„ark Hopkins on one end of a log and 
the student on the other! 
This meant that the personal element is 
crucial in higher education.

Protestant and Orthodox lines,” 
said Bishop Reuben H. Mueller 
of Indianapolis,

president... “ It’s going on much, 
more than most people realize.” 
Nearly 3,000 clergymen and 
laymen of many denominations 
were present for the assembly’s 
opening Sunday night — a stir­ 
ring worship service starting off 
to the m artial beat of “ The Bat­ 
tle Hymn of the Republic.” 
In this southern resort area, 
that abolitionist tune of Civil 
War vintage was chosen for the 
'processional of the variously- 
robed churchmen, into the Fon­ 
tainebleau Hotel and auditori­ 
um.

A tall blue cross surmounted 
the foil a ge-rirn m ed st age. 
In a keynote sermon prepared 
for the service. Bishop Mueller 
of the Evangelical United Bre­ 
thren Church blamed divisive­ 
ness among Christians as the 
main, obstacle to faith. 
Citing the assem bly's theme, 
"That the World May Know,” — 
taken from Christ’s prayer that 
Christians stand united as one 
— the bishop said churches in 
the past had. failed to do It. 
A "broken church,” he said, 
gave “ the world no reason to 
believe or to know that Christ is 
God.’’ 
Earlier the way was cleared 
for the Roman Catholic church 
to enter into the Council’s wide- 
ranging activities in missions, 
evangelism, 
education, 
the­ 
ological studies and aid to the 
needy around the earth. 
A resolution by the Council’s 
general board Saturday recog­ 
nized 
Roman 
Catholicism 
as 
“ being in agreement” with the 
organization’s basis, and there­ 
fore eligible to take part in its 
work. 
The constitutional basis re­ 
quires 
that 
participating 
churches "confess Jesus Christ 
as divine lord and savior.”

At present, 30 .Protestant, and 
Orthodox denominations with a 
total of 41 million members are 
full-fledged 
Council 
members. 
The Southern Baptist Conven­ 
tion is the largest Protestant 
body that does not belong. 
But it and a score of other

part in some of the Council’s 
operations, such as its Depart­ 
ment of Christian Education. 
The action regarding Roman 
Catholics affirms that church is 
qualified for official participa­ 
tion cither in the various de­ 
partments, or for regular mem­ 
bership.

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Jews to Observe Holiday of Hanukkah 


H i» Jewish hoi Way of Hanukkah, which 
commemorates the -first war for religious 
freedom in history, will begin for the Jewry 
of Pottstown Wednesday night at sundown. 
Rabbi Herman E. Grossman of Congre­ 
ga tí on Mercy and 'Truth synagog said, “one 
of the things I want to stress is that this 
holiday com m em orates the first 
war for 
religious freedom in history. 
And it is im ­ 
proper to call the holiday the Jewish Christ­ 
mas; what may foe said is that it is a Jewish 
holiday which occurs in the month of De­ 
cember. 
“The holiday is observed by the light* 
ing of candles, at home and in the syna­ 
gog an half hour after sunset. 
“The celebration, marked by the lighting 
of candles in the home with one candle on 
the first night and. adding one each, suc­ 
cessive night of the eight day holiday. 
“ In addition, one candle is used to serve 
as the lighter for the others which in He­ 


brew* Is called ‘Sha¡nosh 
“One exception to the rule is that on the 
lighting of candles after dark is that on Fri­ 
day evening before the lighting of Sabbath 
candle 
the 
Hanukkah 
candle 
should 
foe 
lighted."

RABBI GROSSMAN also explained the 
word Hanukkah means dedication and refers 
to the rededication of the Temple In Je ru s ­ 
alem in IBS BCE (before the common era ) 
after it had been defiled by the Syrian sol­ 
diers three years earlier. 
“ The original defilement,” he said, “ oc­ 
curred on the 25th, day of the Hebrew month 
of Kislev. 
A little less than three y ears 
later, when the M accabees had won their 
victory, they waited until the 25th Kislev 
for the rededication. 
Thus the day of in­ 
fam y turned into a day of exultation." 
The Book of the M accabees relates, “ And 
the king's officers came to the city of Modín, 


and they said to Mat lath ¡as; ‘Thou art a 
ruler ainl an honorable and great man in 
the city, 
(¡o then, and fulfill the king’s 
com m and as all the heathens have done, 
and as also many m en of Judes and Je ru s­ 
alem did. 
So shall thou, be of the num ber 
of the king's friends and thou and thy chil­ 
dren shall be honored with silver and gold 
and many rew ards.’ 
“ But 51 a it at hi as answered and spake 
wl li a loud voice: "Though all the nations 
that are under the king's dominion obey 
hint and fall away every one from the 
rebgion of their fathers, yet will I and 
m y sons, anil breth ien walk in the cov­ 
enant of our fathers. 
Go 1 fot bid that 
we hhotild forsake the law to depart from 
our religion either to the right or to the 
left.’ 
“ And M attathias cried throughout the 
city with a loud voice saying: ‘Whosoever 
is zealous of the law and maintaineth the 


covenant, let him follow me. 
So he and, 
his sons fled into the mountains, and they 
went about pulling down the heathen altars 
and they recovered the Law out of the laud 
of the heathen,* 
"Then Judas, called Maccabeus, rose up 
in his stead, and all his brethren aided him. 
and they iought courageously the battle of 
Israel. 
“ And when the people saw the great 
multitude of the enem y’s hosts, they said:

Gale winds and severe moun­ 
tain blizzards were forecast for 
northern 
California 
Sunday 
night as a “ double-barrelled” 
storm system aimed an assault 
on the coast. 
The warning cam e in the sog­ 
gy' wake of heavy rainstorms 
that had been driving deep into 
the state most of the day. Winds 
along the north coast nearly 
reached gale force. 
In southern. California, 2.41 
inches of rain had fallen by Sun­

Mountain 
areas in the south already had 
five inches of snow, with the 
snow level expected to lower to 
5,000 feet by Tuesday.

more than a foot and a half of 
snow on ski resorts by Monday 
afternoon. T ravelers’ warnings 
also were posted for southern

and 
California’s 
Mount 
Shasta. 
The Lake Tahoe basin 200 
miles east of San Francisco w as 
warned the blizzard would be 
accompanied by wind gusts up 
to 60 miles per hour. The com­ 
bination of snow and wind was 
expected to generate extremely 
hazardous driving conditions on 
mountain arteries.
